Each year the initial fine Introductions of Day- 
lilies, TIGER EYE and TOWN HILL, have been matched and surpassed with newer devel- 
opments in this great midsummer perennial. | may truthfully say that the Introductions 
for 1959: BLUE FROST, GARNET EAGLE, GOLDEN ORIOLE, HYLA, LYNETTE, POLAR ICE 
and ROYAL GOLD stand in the vanguard of the choice Daylilies of today and tomorrow. 


My garden articles for FLIOWER GROWER, HORTICULTURE, ORGANIC GARDENING 
and other magazines and newspapers have helped, | trust, to foster the mounting popu- 
larity throughout the entire country of this rock-hardy and handsome perennial. The Spring 
Issue of VERMONT LIFE for 1959 contains my article “Daylilies in Vermont’, with six full- 
color reproductions of individual and distinctive blooms of Daylilies originated at SHREWS- 
BURY GARDENS. 


The 1959 Yearbook of The American Hemerocallis Society, now with a membership 
of thousands, will print my picture-story on “The Gabrielson Daylilies” outlining in text 
and photographs the individual approach to hybridizing by Russell Gabrielson, who started 
working for SHREWSBURY GARDENS during school vacations, employed to cut grass and 
weed. However, having enthusiasm and interest, within two seasons he worked the full 
range of specialized gardening and has now gone on to service in the U. S. Navy truly 
a partner in the hybridizing program of Green Mountain Originations in Daylilies. 


Young Gabrielson’s initial registered Daylily: SATURN’S RING, first of many fine things 
now in the care of SHREWSBURY GARDENS, will be introduced in limited supply in the 
Fall of 1960, along with these Originations by two of Vermont's finest Daylily breeders: 
Frank Vargas’ MOONLOVE and Lawrence Ward’s DARK WINGS. Each one of these hybrid- 
izers will be represented by well-grown, individually placed Collections of their best work, 
along with my own, in the Display Garden.

PEONIES, IRISES, LILIES and DAYLILIES, and the finest varieties of each flower are also 
on display in individual plantings for study and selection by everyone, not only those who 
come especially to order and buy plants, but also for those who may wish only to stroll 
and enjoy an attractive planting of choice flowers, carefully selected, each marked clearly 
and correctly by name for information and note-taking as well as convenience in ordering. 


The catalog of SHREWSBURY GARDENS remains limited to The Big Four: PEONIES, 
IRISES, LILIES and DAYLILIES, but for those who come directly to the Gardens there are 
many other choice specialties in other important Perennials, as well as Shrubs and Bulbs 
to be seen and bought. And, starting on Memorial Day, finely grown Bedding Annuals 
and sturdy Vegetable Plants will be available as long as the proper planting season 
continues. 2
